PRES. POLLEN 
EXPLAINS 


K.C.R. Promoters 
Position---Was 
Promised Aid 


——_ 


Neleon Daily News: 

C. Hungerford Pollen, of Cranbrook, 
president of the Kootenay Central Rail: 
way, was at the Hume last evening, on 
hie way to Victoria, where he is going 
im the interests of the railway company 
in question. 

Mr. Pollen stated last night that he 
was very hopeful of obtaining aid from 
the Provincial Government for the con- 
struction of the Kootenay Central. If 
the wid asked for be granted, conetruc- 
tion of the 186 miles of road, from Gold- 
ento the Cros’e Nest line, would be 
ruched this coming season. 

“We have already built about five 
miles of road from Goulden south,” said 
Mr. Pollen, ‘‘and we have, or will have 
expended by the let of May next fully 
the $150,000 culled for by our charter, to 
be expended by that date. 

“We had a great public meeting at 
Crasbrdok early in the week, when ree- 
elutione urging the Government to give 
as the necessary aid, were unanimously 
aud enthusiastically paseed, and peti- 
tiune to the Legislature along the sume 
hines are being numerously eigned all 
over the district and will later be pre- 
sented at Victoria. 

“Our position, the porition of the pro- 
moters uf the Kootenay Central Rail- 
way, I mean, isa very simple one. To 
begin with we have charters from both 
the Dominion and Provincial govern- 
ments. We have a Dominion subsidy of 
$3.200 per mile. Originally we bad a 
Proviucial subsidy of $4,500 ,:er mile and 
ae land grant, but this lapsed before we 
could take advantage of it. We were 
promised subsequently a grant of $5,000 
per wile in three per cent Provincial 
bonds, but thie hae never been granted 
and we are now asking that it shon.d be 
made eo that our bonds may become 
esleable and we cau proceed with the 
construction of the road, 


“We have the line from Golden south 
toa point on the B.C. Suuthern--the 
Crow's Neat line—between Wardner and 
Cranbrook, fully and carefully surveyed, 
and our plane, maps, etc, are on file 
with the department, We have found a 
grade not exceeding 3-10 of one per cent, 
and thie ie very important ue railwaye 
nowadays must have low grades to suc- 
ecssfully compete for business or in 
fact to do heavy hculing at all. We 
have been delayed in the pact through 
causes entirely beyond our control, but 
hope this sersion to make good vu: 
ease befure the Lagistature and obtain 
the gant we ask for, I think con- 
struction will cost about $18,000 per 
wile wut if we get the Provinciol eub- 
eidy we can at once complete our own 
financial arrangemente, without it we 
can not make any headway. Other 
railway ventures in British Columbia 
in the paet have alwave obtained grants 
of from $5,000 to $6,000 per mile as well 
asyrante of from five to six thoueand 
acres of land per mile, a d financial 
men to whoin we look fur funds will not 
consent to underwrite our bonde with- 
outa eubsidy. The C. P, R. have said 
in the past that they were willing to 
eonstruct the line we want ta build, but 
it hae merely been part of their general 
railway policy, and thie general’ polic:, 
not going through with the Provincial 
Government, this particular line hae 
been dropped. We would be quite will 
ing to let the C. P, R. build the line if

ancceed. Our line rune through one 
of the richest sections of country in the 
province which ie now practically closed 
down awaiting transportation facilities. 
There are many mines, timber limite 
and {fruit and farming lands all along 
our line which would attract a large 
population once a line of railway was 
completed, andin time the road would 
pay very well, the main trouble is to 
zetastart. The province would reap a 
rich return in many ways from the con- 
struction uf our line from the very start, 
and what we ask is a perfectly businees- 
like proposition. We have been assured 
of government aid repeatedly in the past 
and thie very fact makes it necessary for 
ae to get it now, if we are to successfully 
finance our plans. Wedo not anticipate 
any difficulty with the C. P. R., and ex 

pect to work satisfactorily with that 
corporation if we can obtaiu the pr omia- 
ed government aid we are now seeking.”
